DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 


DAZZLED BY CAR’S 
HEAD-LIGHTS. 


JUDGE ON MOTORISTS’ 
DUTY. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A collision between a motor lorry and a 
private car on the main road near May- 
nooth, County Kildare, on the 5th December, 
1931, was the subject of a claim and counter- 
claim for damages. The owner of the car was 
Michael Walshe, of 16 Josephine avenue, 
North Circular road, Dublin; the lorry was 
the property of Messrs. O'Toole Brothers, 
contractors, Aughrim street, Dublin. 

Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Messrs, 
James O'Connor and Co.) appeared for Mr. 
Walshe, and Mr. John Hooper (instructed by 
Messrs. L. Trant McCarthy) for Messrs, 
O"Toole. 

Mr. Walshe said that he was travelling 
from Kilcock in the direction of Maynooth 
at a speed of about 16 miles an hour when 
the lorry suddenly swerved and forced his 
car on to the footpath. The car was seriously 
damaged. His side lights were on, but there 
were no lights on the lorry. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hooper, he said 
that he could have gone on to the footpath, 
but he would not wish to have done so. 

Thomas O’Toole, driver of the lorry, said 
that he had not his driving lights on be- 
cause it was not quite dark. A saloon car 
with dazzling lights passed just before he 
came to the car driven by Mr. Walshe. He 
drove the lorry towards the left, but it hit 
the bank, and then he went towards the 
centre of the road. Hegwas then dazzled by 
the lights of Mr. W als he’s car, and could 
not possibly have avoided the accident, The 
car was going along the centre of the road. 

Judge Davitt said that he thought that 


| what actually happened was that the driver 


dazzled by the head- 
lights of the saloon car which passed about 
forty yards in front of Mr. Walshe’s car. 
The lorry driver had not quite recovered 
from the effects of the dazzle when the ac- 
cident happened. 

“In my opinion,” added the Judge, “it 
is the duty’ of every motorist under such 
circumstances to bring his car to a stop im- 
mediately, and not to proceed along the road 
until he has recovered,” 

He gave Mr. Walshe a decree for 
£35 15s. lld., and dismissed the counter-

__ Louise bore to Napoleon on the night 
of March 11th, 1811, lived to be the King 
of Rome of Mr. Wilson’s vivid little 
biography ; but he did not live long enough 
to bestow again upon France what the 
author assures us that he would have 
bestowed on her—his father’s celebrated 
“system.” In this study Napoleon 
Francis is represented as his great father's 
hope for victory in the conflict between 
French nationalism and international 
finance. That sounds an especially 
twentieth century idea of politics, but 
enough evidence is supplied by Mr, 
Wilson to prove that it was already 
troubling the minds of the rulers of 
peoples a hundred years ago. 

Both life and reign were brief and 
troubled for the young King, . His birth 
had presented the doctors with exceptional 
difficulties; his very existence disturbed 
the sleep of the victorious allies; and his 
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death in July, 1832, saddened the mass of 
the French peasantry—and, Mr. Wilson 
thinks, worsened their lot. These are the 
dominant notes in Mr. Wilson’s study.

“Teddy's First Term” might have been 
expected? How many inferiority com- 
plexes have been insti by the gift of 
“Fred Among the Filibusters’’ instead of 
“The Oxford Book of English Verse?”’ 
Children are even more diverse in their 
tastes than adults, and what raises one 
boy of 14 to the heights of paradise merely 
gives the proverbial pain in the neck to 
another. 

Accordingly, it is hard for the reviewer 
to lay down a rule; and, if we have 
attempted to classify some of the following 
books according to the age of their poten- 
tial readers, let there no reproaches 
because Denis’s gaily decorated volume is 
found forming part of the wireless set, 
or Mary hastens to contribute her thrill- 
ing, but uncut, yarn of school life to the 
missionaries. It is comparatively easy, of 
course, to choose for the very young; 
bright pictures find favour while the second 
teeth are yet uncut—though, truth to tell, 
most infants prefer a newspaper to any- 
thing else. The real trouble comes when 
the recipients are standing with reluctant 
feet where the brook and river meet. 

The reviewer can only strike a norm. 
He can take the average of the children 
of his acquaintance and base his calcula- 
tions on their tastes. He can say: ‘‘ This 
will suit a boy of 13, or a girl of 10.” On 
the other hand, it may not suit; and in 
that case let no indignant uncles and 
aunts vent their spleen upon the reviewer, 
who can only do his best. There is one 
golden rule for kindly relatives: Either 
bring the child with you to the bookshop, 
or bring somebody who knows more about 
his tastes than you know yourself. 


SCIENCE MADE 
SIMPLE. 


A” increasing number of young people 
in these days turns away from the 
ordinary fictional type of Christmas fare, 
preferring something more practical 
altogether. There are children with a 
bent for art, and still more with a bent 
for science. The latest class will find a 
noteworthy edition to the extremely 
popular “ Wonder Book ”’ series in “' The 
Wonder Book of Electricity’’ (Ward, 
Lock. 6s. net). There is nothing trashily 
juvenile about this excellent volume or 
any of its companions, Every article is 
written by an expert, and the whole thing 
is illustrated lavishly with photographs. 
“ The Book of Motors,” by i J. Camm 
(Collins, 6s. net), gives the history of 
the car from its shaky beginnings, ex- 
Eae the mystery of its organs, and tells 

ow to make it work. Any boy with a 
feeling for engines (and who has not?) 
will be glad to get it. There are pictures 
and diagrams by the dozen. “' Heroes of 
Civilization,’’ by Joseph Cottler amd H. 
Jaffe (Harrap. 7s. 6d. net), discourses on 
ioneers of exploration, pure science, 
invention, and biology and medicine, It 
is written with all the interest of a work 
of fiction, and can be recommended 
strongly. Every whit as interesting is 
the method followed in ‘* Oola-Boola’s 
Wonder Book,” translated from the 
German of Bruno H. Burgel (Bell. 6s. 
net). Here the wonders of science are 
presented in the form almost of fairy 
tales. A more advanced and elaborate 
yolume—a world history in miniature—is 
“ The World We Live tn,”’ by Gertrude 
Hartman (Routledge. 10s, 6d. net), The 
presentation of this volume, with its 
multitude of illustrations, is delightful. 

Twa remarkable little books for children . 
are “ What Time ts it?" and “ Black 
on White,” by M. Ilin (Routledge. 
3s. 6d. net apiece). These—the first deals 
with clocks and the second with books— 
are part of a series originally planned for 
the education of Soviet workers and 
children, but they certainly ought to have 
interest and educational value in other 
countries. 

Several books make history simple for 
children. The most advanced among them 
is “* Great People of the Past,” by Rhoda 
Power (Cambridge University Press, 6s. 
net), which begins with Khufu and 
Akhnaton, and ends with Captain Scott. 
In stil] simpler language are ‘“ Tales 
frém Roman History,” by N. Niemeyer 
(Collins, 6s, net), Another volume on 
the same subject is ‘‘ Tales o« Ancient 
Rome,” by J. E. Wetherell (Sheldon 
Press.

TREASURE. 


Awe the annual spate of children's 
books there are always a few which, 
for one reason or another, take prece- 
dence of the rest, These are the chilaren’s 
books which are something more than 
children’s books—volumes which, by 
reason of a sumptuous get-up, or more 
often because they contain something of 
the essence of literature, are a possession 
for a longer term than the years of child- 
hood. Mr. Arthur Kansome’s works have 
this quality in a measure, His “ Swallow- 
dale” and “ Swallows and Amazons,”’ 
which appeared at former Christmas 
seasons, and have not attained the popu- 
larity that they merit, deserved more 
than vague comparison with ‘‘ Peter 
Pan.” This year he follows them with a 
worthy successor in “' Peter Duck,” pub- 
lished by Cape at 7s. 6d. net. This is 
completely out of the ordinary. It is a 
full-length novel, written for children, but 
with all the care and graces which mark 
the work of a finished novelist. Somewhat 
similar in type, and provided with the 
strong guarantee of a more famous name, 
is Mr. John Buchan’s “ The Magic Walk- 
ing Stick," published by Messrs. Hodder 
and Stoughton at @s, net, in which as 
much “ quality ” lurks as in many of 
the anthor’s well-known books. The most 
captions parent can rest content that the 
gift of either of these books will offer an 
object lesson in style to the most sus- 
ceptible child. 

A German book which ought to find 
high favour is “ Annaluise and Anton,” 
by Erich Kastner (Cape, 7s. 6d. net). The 
translation from the German is admirable, 
and the. book forms a worthy follower to 
Herr Kastner’s ‘‘ Emil and the Detec- 
tives.’ Other volumes of a higher 
literary order than the usual are 
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“ Stay!” tlustration by Morton Sale to 
“ Good Afternoon, Children.” (Hodder 
and Stoughton.) 


SCHOOL: ADVENTURE. 


Ager publishers make far the greatest 

provision for boys and girls between 
12 and 15 years of age. The Talbot Press 
sends us an excellent and healthy story 
for boys. It is “ Adventure Island,” by 
Fergal McGrath, 8.J. (3s. 6d. net). It 
deals with the adventures of the heir to a 
Ruritanian throne on a remote Irish 
island, and is full of the spirit of adven- 
ture.

ANIMALS. 


INCE the world of childhood is divided 
sharply into those who like animals— 
including, presumably, books about 
animals—and those who are merely bored 


by them, it may be as well to make pro- 


vision for their separate tastes. There is 
a small, but charming, collection of 
animal books for children from nine to 
eleven years of age. First come three 
volumes from Country Life, Ltd. ‘* Older 
Mousie,” by ‘‘ Golden Gorse,’ with 
illustrations by Mr. Lionel Edwards 
(10s. 6d. net), follows an earlier volume, 
‘* Moorland Mousie,’’ by the same author. 
It is the tale of a pony, and of its adven- 
tures with a circus and a tinker. The 
pictures are delightful. “ Charlie the 
Fox,” by Mr. John Budden, with draw- 
ings by Mr. G. D. Armour, has less of the 
human, and more of the animal, element 
in it; every country child will “' fall for 
it.” Country Life also publish “' Three’s 
Company,” by Mr. John Thorburn, 
illustrated by Arnrid Johnston (6s. net). 
The animals here vary from cows to cock- 
roaches, and some vastly amusing poems 
are interspersed with the stories. 

From Messrs. Methuen comes “ The 
Midnight Steeplechase,”” by Moyra 
Charlton (5s. net), a story written with 
spirit and full of the tang of out-of-doors. 
Messrs. Putnam send ‘' Mystery in the 
Windflower Wood,” by Flora Klickmann 
(Ss. net), which follows up the mystery 
of a disappearing holly bush, Perhaps, it 
is for rather younger children than the 
former books mentioned. For those of still 
tenderer years we have ‘* Young Yap,” by 
Olwen Bowen, from Messrs. Elkin 
Mathews and Marrot (3s. 6d. net). Yap 
is a fox, but he is by no means the only 
character in the book. Then there is 
‘*Tinkle the Cat,’’ by Norah C. James 
(Dent 5s. net), a pleasant little tale 
which describes one day in the life of a 
London cat. ‘The Freedom of the 
Garden,'” by Susan Buchan (Nicholson 
and Watson. 3s. 6d. net), centres around 
a small boy, but quite a number of his 
amusing adventures have to do with 
animals.

OME of the old favourites return this 
year in new and delightful formsy Un- 
questionably the most charming of them 
is Messrs. Harrap’s new edition of “ Hans 
Andersen’s Fairy Tales ’’—that collection 
of fancies whose glories are never com- 
pletely manifest to childhood. The new 
edition is illustrated by Arthur Rackham, 
who has toned his usual fantastic vein to 
the spirit of the tales with admirable per- 
ception, and costs 15s. Arthur Rackham 
is also responsible for the pictures in the 


same firm’s new setting of “ The King of | 
the Golden River ” (5s. net)—a charming | 


volume, although a parchment cover 1s 
hardly likely to go far in the hands of 
children. Another classic, to whom its 
new form ought to give a fresh spell of 
life, is Richard Jeffries’s ‘‘ Bevis,’’ cf 
which Mr. E. V. Lucas says that it 
‘stands alone in its blend of joy in the 
open air, sympathetic understanding of 
boy nature, and most admirable writing ”’ 
(Cape. 7s. 6d. net). Messrs. Warne have 
turned out a new and pleasant edition of 
Edward Lear’s “ Nonsense Songs ”’ at 2s. 
net. Lear's illustrations are al] there. 
The perennial ‘* Tales from Shakespeare,”’ 
by Charles and Mary Lamb, are re- 
swe sos; by the same house at 6s. net. 
frank C. Pape’s illustrations have a 
delicious liveliness. 

For younger children there comes a re- 
editing of “ Robinson Crusoe.’’ It is a 
rather longer version than the usual sum- 
mary of the famous story—which will give 
the recipients all the more value—and has

“ The Adventures of the Cid,” re-told by 
Mervyn Young (Sheldon Press.

POETRY FOR CHILDREN.

G OME years ago Mr. de la Mare pub- 
lished in ‘‘ Come Hither,’’ a book of 
‘verse for all ages, one of the finest 
modern collections of pure poetry. He 
could have chosen no more difficult sequel 
than a book of poetry for children. 
anthology. calls for an almost endless 
patience, the most scrupulous sifting of 
material, and for an immaculacy of taste, 
to which, let it be said at once, this book 
bears abundant witness. An anthology for 
children, however, is in a class by itself. 
The nursery rhymes with which the 
volumes begins need no explanation, but 
when the jingles are followed by poetry 
it is another matter. As Mr. de la 
Mare says, “it is always good, as far as 
it 1s possible, to understand what one 
reads. A deep and vivid understanding 
only adds to the joy it gives, and a few 
words may clear away a difficulty.’’ The 
few words are the difficulty for the antho- 
logist., 

The collection of poems is above re- 
proach, So sensitively is it made—with 
so nice a proportion of the merry and the 
grave, the simple and the difficult—that 
we can imagine no better introduction to 
English poetry. To find fault with the 
compiler’s comments in such a collection 
seems ungracious, ‘They are as short as 
possible, and it may be that they are per- 
fectly designed for children. Yet, to the 
older reader, they carry a hint of the pre- 
cious, and sometimes they seem to bear 
the mark of that ““ writing down,” which, 
above all things, is to be avoided in a 
book for children. The wood-cuts are de- 
lightful, and if we failed to like the eight 
original photogravures, then we are out 
at fashion, and the fault, no doubt, is 
our own,

percentage reductions, but what they 
suffered in losses and of their prospects in 
view of deferred promotions and dis- 
missals. The fifth reason was that the 
present abnormal period was not good for 
the earning capacity of railways, and the 
opinion was held by employés that the 
companies were taking full advantage of 
the present abnormal period of reduced 
earning capacity of railways to fix lower 
rates for all time. In that direction he 
had the opinion expressed to him by 
éeveral men that even the increased cost 
of coal due to tariffs as a factor that had 
Gonsiderably diminished net income was 
only of a temporary character. 


RAILWAY CHAIRMAN’S 
STATEMENT. 


Before proceeding further Mr. Squance 
said he wanted to refer to a statement 
made by Sir Walter Nugent to a special 
meeting of shareholders in August, 1932, 
which he regarded as an unfair charge on 
the N.U.R., the A.S.L.E.F. and the 
R.C.A. The chairman of the Great 
Southern Railway in that speech said all 
these organisations had their headquarters 
in London, and as any reduction or altered 
conditions of service in the Free State 
might similarly affect the wages and con 
ditions of service of three-quarters of a 
million men in Great Britain, the 
difficulty of securing reductions and con 
ditions suitable for this country was 
slightly increased. | 

Their reply to the company’s statement 
put forward the previous day was that as 
a result of negotiations financial relief to 
the Irish Railway Companies commenced 
in 1921 and 1922. There was some relief 
under the Carrigan award, and. at the 
period of de-contro] in August, 1921, the 
sliding group principle was abandoned on 
the Irish railways. It was not given up 
in England until nine months afterwards.

He thought the best possible answer as 
to the position was that given by Sir 
Walter Nugent in the same speech to the 
shareholders, when he said, speaking for 
his own company, that the decrease in the 
total railway expenditure was £1,495,644, 
comparing 1931 with 1924. That reduc- 
tion in expenditure would pay a dividend 
of 5.76 per cent. on the capital of 
£25,925,488—the 1931 figure—which in- 
terest and dividend was payable, | 

In his statement on the previous day the 
companies’ advocate had stated that the 
amount of relief they would get from the 
15 per cent. reductions would not enable 
them to pay full dividend. Therefore, any 
financial relief on these lines could onlv 
provide temporary relief, which would 
soon be nullified by the. cut-throat com- 
petition. of rail and road transport at 
uneconomic fares. 

He wanted to emphasise the fact that 
any attempt to balance the ill-effects of 
falling receipts, whether caused by the 
transference of ‘traffic from rail to road 
or other cause by further reducing staff, 
wages or working conditions, adds to the 
seriousness of the situation, and must 
inevitably result in failure. He made 
that statement very deliberately, and 
because of the fact that he believed that 
the limit of tolerance, so far as large 
numbers of employés were concerned, had 
been reached. He doubted very much 
whether they would be able to restrain 
the employés in certain adverse circum- 
stances, and he felt in his bones that a

AN ABNORMAL PERIOD. 


A remarkable feature was that following 
each concessicn the financial position of 
the railway companies had become worse. 
They found a further dificulty—the in- 
ability of the companies’ advocates to 
agree on the 1913 wages in Ireland, and 
that made it difficult for anyone to under- 
stand correctly their financial position and 
the value of the percentage reductions 
effected from time to sime. He quoted 
figures mentioned by Mr. Keogh before 
the Board in 1924, and sai that these 
did not agree with figures given at later 
dates by Mr. Stephens, Mr. Shanahan 1d 
others, whilst Mr. Hunt had told them 
later that no average rate could be quoted 
which was reliable. With such glaring 
inaccuracies in figures given from time to 
time to that Board he did not feel justi- 
fied in accepting in 1932 the estimated 
figure as the basis of his reply. Neither 
could he agree that advantage should be 
taken of a temporary situation to estab- 
lish wages that were likely to become 
permanent. ' 

He wanted to say that it was grossly 
unfair to use the present abnormal posi- 
tion to secure lower wages. They had got 
to realise that this economic war affected 
the whole of the people of Ireland. It was 
bound to affect the railway industry to a 
ver» considerable extent, but it was unfair, 
and neither just nor equitable, that 
because that situation had arisen the rail 
way companies should seek to establish 
lower rates on their employés because of 
the financial situation created. Seeing 
that the present erisis was only of a tem 
porary character, any decision reached in 
fairness and justice should only be of a 
temporary character. The companies 
wanted it to be made permanent, 

It had been said that the cost of 
living had gone down, and because of 
that the position of the _ railway 
employé was infinitely better because of 
his greater purchasing power. He 
agreed, but would remind the Board 
that the cost of living applied equally to 
the railway shareholders and others. It 
affected all alike. The wages could not be 
regarded as generous, having regard to the 
nature of the work and the responsibilities. 
A man had to be physically perfect, and 
had to keep so by periodical examinations, 
for which men had to study in their spare 
time There were mechanical and other 
tests that men had to pass before getting 
promotion. “They had A 1 men for the 
work, and they should get A 1 wages and 
conditions of work. 

Mr. Squance further said that the ates 
of wages had already been considerably 
reduced in value in the grades that he 
represented owing to deferred promotion 
and redundancy. Because of that fact 
alone many of the percentages made by 
the companies’ advocate lost much of their 
magnitude, as they were not fair com- 
parisons to make. |

VIEWS OF TRADE UNION 
LEADERS. 


we asked for his opinion last night 

regarding the reduction of the wages 
of railwaymen announced in the decision 
of the majority of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board in Dublin yesterday, Mr. W. 
Dobbie, J.P., President of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, who came from 
London to Dublin specially to attend the 
sitting of the Board, said :— 

‘In my opinion, the decision cf the 
majority of the Wages Board, inflicting a 
reduction in the basic wages of all Irish 
railway wages’ workers to the extent ot 
ten per cent. is one which wil] cause the 
utmost indignation amongst the men. 

‘‘ My impression, based on expressions 
of opinion of the men from many. parts of 
the country prior to the Wages Board 
meeting, is that the majority report will 
be resisted by the men to the extent ol 
withdrawal of labour, if the companies 
attempt to put it into operation, and the 
spirit of the minority report of the trades 
unions’ representatives reflects that.’’ 


MH. (. D. WATTERS. 

Mr. UC. D. Watters, Organising Secretary 
of the N.U.R., said that he thought the 
decision of the Wages Board one of the 
most unfortunate decisions that had ever 
been made by that Board. They were 
asked to ehoose between capital on the 
one hand, and the Irish “ailway workers 
on the other, and they caiae down against 
the Irish railway worker., whose condi- 
tions are far worse than those which any 
well organised group of men ought to be 
allowed to endure. | 

“ The conditions that exist,’’ said Mr.

AM able to state that the appointment

Mrs. Daisy. de Melker. the wife of the | 
South African Rugby player who came to |

stood in the crowded court room for the | 
last time to-day, and, with tears stream- | 
ing down her pale cheeks, heard the death | 
sentence passed upon her. 

She was found guilty of the murder by 
poisoning of her son, Rhodes Cowle. On 
the other counts—of murdering her two 
former husbands, William Alfred Cowle 
and Robert Sproat—she was acquitted. 

She nodded dissent when the judge re- 
ferred to her fondness for money, but 
when he showed that she had an oppor- 
tunity of administermmg poison to her son 
she broke down completely and sobbed 
disconsolately. When asked whether she 
had anything to say why the sentence of 
the law should not be carried out, Mrs. 
de Melker, though choking with sobs, 
replied, ‘‘ I am not guilty of poisoning my 
son,” 

To the accompaniment of loud boos 
from the crowd of spectators in the court 
she was led away to the cells by two 
policemen and a wardress. 


INQUEST ON DEAN

FATALLY INJURED IN 
ROAD ACCIDENT, 

An inquest was held at Paddington yea- 
terday on the Dean of Dromore, the Very 
Rev. Henry Biddall Swanzy, of St. Mary's 
Rectory, Newry, who was knocked down 
by a motor car in Kensington High street, 
W., on last Saturday night, and died ia 
hospital from his injuries. 

Mr. Valentine Ball, Master of the 
Supreme Court, said that Dean Swanzy, 
who was his cousin, was suffering frotm 
incipient cataract of the eye. He “had 
come over to officiate at a wedding in the 
afternooon. 

A motorist stated that his impression 
was that the Dean was looking on the 
ground, and, instead of stepping on to a 
refuge, hesitated in front of a car, and his 
hesitation was fatal. 

Brigadier-General Ernest Tandy, driver 
of the car, said that the first he saw was a 
pedestrian just in front of him with his 
head down. He could not say whether 
he sounded his horn, but he jammed cen 
his brakes. ‘‘ The pedestrian gave me the 
idea that he neither saw, heard, .nor 
realised that there was anything there 
He did not seem to hurry or jump. Had 
he seen me and stood stil] for a second or 
two, he would have been all right, but he

Without doubt, it will make a large draft 
on public spirit, and, if public spirit fail, 
the scheme will fail. 

There are two respects in which an 
official scheme must differ from a -olun- 
tary scheme. In the one case the resources 
in money and the control of method will 
descend authoritatively from above. In 
the other case they will come spon- 
taneously from the spirit that carries the 
movement along. The principle of self- 
help, which should be the inspiration of 
the centres, would shrivel in the atmo- 
sphere of official regulation. Besides, this 
kind of help is supremely a matter of 
human sympathy and understanding, and 
a fellowship of help is better free. Un. 
employment’s enforced leisure is a curse, 
because it deprives men and women cf the 
means of livelihood and of that pride of 
independence which is associated with 
useful labour. The centres established by 
the Council of Social Service will turn 
that leisure to account, and by creative 
occupying the minds of men as well as 
their muscles will restore, to some cxtent 
at least, the sense of mastery over things 
which will be one step on the road to the 
conquest of adverse circumstance.

BARON EMLY. 

We regret to announce that Lord Emly 
died on Thursday might at his residence, 
Torvyoe, County Limerick, in his seventy- 
fifth year. He had been in failing health for 
twelye months past. 

aston Thomas William Monsell, second 
Baron, was the Son of the first Baron Emly 
and Berthe, daughter cf Comte de Montigny, 
Bontainvilliers. rn on 5th March, 1858, he 
succeeded his father in 1894. In 1881 he 
married Frances Vincent du ja Poer, daughter 
of the late Mr. John Power, of CGurteen, 
M.P. for County Waterford. Lady Emly was 
the aunt of General Sir Hubert Gough. She 
died in 1925, and there is no heir to the title. 
Lord Emly’s nearest relative was Sir Bolton 
Kyres-Monsell, First Lord of the Admiralty. 

Lord Emly was very popular in County 
Limerick, where he took an active interest. in 
affairs. A Deputy Lieutenant and a Justice 
of the Peace for the County, he had been 
Chairman of the County Committee of Agri. 
culture and’ Technical Instruction and of the 
Limerick County Infirmary. fs a young 
man his views were strongly Con- 
servative, “but in. later years he 
showed muci sympathy with the more 
popular Nationalist movement. A quarter 
of a century ago he took a prominent part 
in the local movement to provide work by 
direct labour on the county roads, and as a 
member of the County Council he succeeded 
in breaking the, contract system of road re- 
pair and maintenance. 

Lord Emly was State Steward to Earl 
Cowper, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in 1881, 
and was Gentleman Usher during the second 
Viceroyalty of Earl Spencer. 

The funeral will start for Kilsheelan after 
Requiem Mass at Ballybrown at 9.30 a.m. on 
Monday next. 


MR. BRENDAN J. ROGERS. 

The death has taken place at his residence, 
Eblana Hall, Dun Laoghaire, of Mr. Brendan 
J. Rogers; the well-knuwn Dublin organist 
and composer. Mr. Rogers, who was eighty 
years of age, was educated at Clongowes Wood 
College, and was organist in a number ol 
Irish churches. He was finally organist in 
the . Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough _ street, 
Dublin, the Jast notable occasion when he 
presided atthe great organ of that church 
being the opening of the thirty-first 
Eucharistic Congress last June. Mr. Rogers 
was an active member of the Tailteann Music 
Committee. One of the founders of the Feis 
Ceoil, Dublin’s great annual musical festival, 
he was also prime mover of the commercial 
choir development, an offshoot of the Feis. 
He was deeply interested in the teaching of 
music in schools, and trained several choirs 
of convents and colleges in Dublin, making 
an interesting arrangement of Irish airs for 
his pupils to sing, Mr, Rogers composed 
much interesting music, inciuding an over- 
ture which won a first prize at a Feis Ceoil 
some years ago.

SLOW PLAY 


IN DUBLIN 
INTERNATIONAL.

ONTRACT bridge is a slow game when 

international jJauréls are the stakes. 

Just. twenty hands were played at an 
all-night sitting in the Royal Hibernian 
Hotcl, Dublin, where Irish and English 
teams met last night in the first inter- 
national match to be played within Irish 
walls. . This was not because international 
bridge players have chess minds, but 
because they play under special rules. 

The luck - the deal is eliminated hy 
these rules. Each team consists of two 
pairs of players, and two matches are 
going on simultaneously in different rooms. 
The cards are dealt in each room, the 

ames are played, and then the hands are 
imterchanged between the two rooms, the 
hands which were held by the Irish players 
in one room being given to the English 
players in the other room. i ; 

From the scientific point of view the idea 
is excellent, but, unfortunately, science 
and excitement do not mate. While the 
players were waiting for their next hands, 
to be delivered from the other room one 
missed the bookmakers whose presence 
renders tolerable the intervals. between che 
events at a race meeting. For the players, 
on the other hand, the intervals were 
doubtless welcome ; for they afforded time 
to disseet the mistakes which had been 
made and to compare their own calls with 
those which had been made elsewhere on 
the same hands. 

Tt is am interesting fact that, despite the 
stereotyped: methods of calling imported 
‘into the game by the Culbertsons, the calls 
did not often agree. Even contract 
bridge, it seems, is far from having 
become an exact science. 


INTEREST OF WOMEN. 


The match was arranged by the Irish 
Contract Bridge Association, which was 
founded last February, and which, I was 
told by Mr. H. G. Freehill, the non-play- 
ing captain, has made great progress. 

Mr. Freehill said that there were now 
over 150 members, of whom quite 75 per 


cent. Were women. ‘‘ Women,” he said, 


“are much more enthusiastic about the 


game than men.” 

I could well believe it; for nearly all 
of the attendance of about eighty spec- 
tators were women. Most of them were 
gathered around the table at which 
Colonel Walter Buller and Mrs. Gordon 
Evers were representing England against 
Mrs. H, J. Brown and Mrs. McCormick. 
There was only a small group to watch the 
all-male contest between Mr. J. B. Shortt 
and Dr, Gerald Tierney, of Ireland, and 
Captain Ewart Kempson and Colonel H. 
M. Beasley, of England. 

Ireland did surprisingly well against so 
strong an English side, considering that 
two of the leading Irish players—Mrs. 
Colgan and Mrs. Bowles—had been com- 
pelled to scratch from the team owing to 
the death of Mrs. Colgan’s mother. They 
were against strong opposition in Colonel 
Buller and Mrs. Evers, who were the 
opponents of the Culbertsor; in England 
some years ago, and Captain Kempson, 
who partnered Colonel Buller in winning 
the pairs championship of Great Britain 
by a record margin. 

The fault of both sides was an excess of 
caution, if one is to judge from the fact 
that more than once slams, both large and 
small, were brought off without being bid 
—aA serious point in contract, where 


enormous bonuses are given: for slams 


which are made after being bid and no 
benus given for slams which are made 
without being bid. 

The match will be continued to-night, 
when the Lord Mayor of Dublin has 
promised to pay a visit, and will conclude 
to-morrow night.

PETITION AGAINST 
TRADE MARK. 


ALLEGED CONFUSION IN 
PREFIX “ PHIL,” 


In the Industrial and Commercial Property 
Registration Offices yesterday, Mr. Cleary, 
B.L., heard a petition by Messrs. N. V. 
Philips, a Dutch firm of electrical manu- 
facturers, in opposition to thé registration of 
the trade mark “‘ Philco” by the Philadelphia 
Storage Battery Co., U.S.A, The opposition 
was on the grounds that the use of tins trade 
mark would cause confusion and lead the 
public and taade to believe that the goods 
manufactured by the respondents were the 
property of the petitioners, who used a large 
number of words beginning ‘ Phil ” in respect 
of various electrical goods. 

Mr. F. Fitzgibbon and Mr. F. Monks 
(instructed by Messrs. Byrne and Co.) 
appeared for the petitioners; and Mr. “cil 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr, P. J. Trodden (in- 
structed by Mr. I. J. Jameson) for the 
Philadelphia Storage Battery Co. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon stated that the petitioners 
established their own company in the Free 
State in 1928, and for the past few years 
had expended a larve amount on advertising 
in the Free State. The respondents had done 
little advertising, and he contended that, al. 
though the word “' Phileo”’ had been regis- 
tered in various parts of the world, it was 
unknown so far as the Free State was con- 
cerned, and the use of it would inevitably 
lead to confusion, He read declarations from 
various traders, who stated that they had 
experienced cases of confusion on account of 
the trade mark. 

Mr. Lavery said that it was absurd for 
Messrs. Philips to claim a monopoly of the 
sound “' Phil” no matter in what combina. 
tion it appeared. The matter for decision 
was whether the words “Phil” ana 

‘Philips’’ were so nearly identical as to 
cause confusion, and he — submitted 
that they were not. The trade-mark 
‘*Phileo” Lelonged to one of the largest 
firms of its xind in the world, and had been 
advertised so extensively that there was no 
amen of confusion with the products of 

lessrs. Philips. 

“Mr, Monks, in reply, said that there was 

nothing to prevent the Philadelphia company 

from trading in the Free State or elsewhere 

under the name of “ Phileo.” The objection 

was to their being allowed to use the words 
‘Registered Trade Mark ” after it.

On the Great Southern Railway in - 3 
the number of drivers, firemen and 
cleaners was 2,071, when the minimum 
day worked was ten hours. In 1931 the 
number was reduced by 502—a percentage 
reduction of 23.7 as compared with 1913. 

Salaries and wages, which .ere 
£2,915,952 in 1926, had fallen steadily 
until in 1931 they were £2,489,344—a per- 
centage reduction of 14.6 on 1926. 

Dividends, which were £799,769 in 2926, 
had risen slightly for the years 1927, 1928, 
1929 and 1930, but had fallen to £761,811 
in 1931, So that the remarkable feature 
was that dividends had maintained a 
fairly upward tendency until last year. 
Even then they showed interest at the 
rate of.2.84 per cent. When they cate to 
compare that rate of interest with that 
received by people who were glad to get 
even two per cent., the railway «‘iare- 
holder had not much to complain cf in 
view of the abnormal times through which 
they were passing, and it was most unfair 
for the railway companies to seek financial 
relief in the manner in which they were 


seeking before that Board. 
WORK AND HOURS. 


He also stated. that the men had berne 
their part in economies by working harder 
and for longer hours. He mentioned that 
working agreements had been e scted 
without coming to the Board, and r»oke 
of the reduction of staffs in connection 
with the running of the Drumm train and 
Diesel oil engines on the County Down 
Railway. Owing to these agreements re 
dundancy had reached such a stage <° at 
there were cleaners to-day who -aight 
never be promoted to firemen and fire. .en 
who would never become drivers, and 
drivers who would never reach the 
maximum rate of wages.. The men would 
be penalised no matter what decision the 
Board reached. 

Concluding, he said that the transport 
problem of any country should not be tackled 
on the basis of profit-making, bat with the 
object of providing. the public with an 
efficient service, provided by employés whose 
wages were adequate and whose conditions 
of service were just and equitable. ‘Lhe 
trades’ unions had been endeayouring to 
bring that about, and had indicated a 
practical way in which the problem could be 
tackled. If they were not going to travel 
along that line there was only one other 
possible solution if industrial strife was to 
be avoided, and that was that they must 
cut ont redundant capital as ruthlessly as 
they had cnt out redundant labour. ‘hey 
had got to bring down railway capita! to :ts 
earning capacity. He did not like to make 
the suggestion, and only put it forward as 
the lesser of two evils. it had been done in 
other big concerns, and he mentioned Arm- 
strongs, Dunlop, and the recent case of tlie 
Decca Record Company. it was another way 
of dealing with this vexed problem. 

The way to a real solution was not by 
forcing down wages below the subsistence 
level, but the creation of a proper unified 
system of transport, in which rail and road 
services would be properly co-ordinated to 
meet the needs of. the public, by the com- 
plete abolition of the existing uneconomic 
fares and superfiuous ‘bus services. ‘here 
were enormous difficulties, he .dmitted, but 
he suggested that, pending the result of the 
present pourparlers with the Government for

the problem, the existing conditions should 
continue, and, if necessary, be revised every 
six or twelve months.

From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
MANCHESTER, Friday Night. 
To afternoon has been remarkable for 


several things. For one it was as bad 

a day as I ie ever known at Castle 
Irwell, which is saying something; for it 
rained without a break all through the day. 
and the mist on the course was so dense most 
of the time that next to nothing of the 
running could be seen. 

Then, Gordon Richards rode two winners, 
bringing his total for the season up to 190, 
and more important than this Dobson 
Peacock trained a winner, Heronslea, which 
gave him his hundredth ‘of the season. 

When he ran last at Newmarket the 
thought that Heronslea had shed some of his 
best form, but in the Ellesmere Handicap 
this afternoon he made light of 10st, 7lb. and 
won by three lengths from Africorn, to 
whom he was giving the better part of 3st. 
The pair were clear when they came ito 
view, and then Heronslea went on to win 
easily. 

A GREAT RECEPTION. 

The reception which he got was magnifi- 
cent, and when Peacock went out to: lead 
him back there was such a scene of 
enthusiasm as I ‘cannot recall a parallel for 
at Manchester; for this city is not demonstra- 
tive as a rule. However, Peacoek, who is in 
his 76th year, is a most popular personality 
in the North of England, whine he has been 
connected with racing for some “sixty years, 

and the crowd paid a great personal tribute 
to him. Born and bred from farming stock 
in the Yorkshire wolds, no one would ever 
mistake Dobson Peacock for other than what 
he is, a splendid specimeu of the type of 
British yeoman that is so rare in these days. 

I am sure that no other trainer in England 
who had succeeded in producing a hundred 
winners in a season would have got such a 
reception as Peacock had this afternoon. 
Oddly enough the last man to train more 
than a hundred winners in a season was the 
late William Elsey, of Baumber, and he was 
a veoman of tke Lincolnshire wolds, who 
combined training with farming, and was 
as a good jtidge of a red poll beast or a 
Lincoln long wool. sheep as he was of a 
horse. 

HERONSLEA’S FUTURE. 

Heronslea, as I have written here before, 
is one of the best-looking horses in England, 
and the son of Bachelor's Double should 
make a grand sire. I understand that his 
Scottish owner, Mr. W. .». Smith, a farmer 
in Roxburgh, intends to offer him at the 
Newmarket December sales. 

To give a coherent account of the rest of 
the racing is impossible. Troops of horses 
came tumbling out of the mist in front of 
the stands, and for the most part people 
had to look to the board to see what had 
won, i 

There were a couple of joint favourites in 
the first race, the Ordsall Selling Nursery, 
and thev finished first and second—Once 
Dear, who is trained by Mr. Douglas- 
Pennant, beating Peaceck’s Spun colt by a 
length.

this afternoon and runs instead for the Final 
Plate, and Rookliffe, who is coughing. 

Elsey, the trainer of Disarmament, will have 
a highly- fancied candidate in Isthmus, and J 
have seldom known this trainer so confident 
as he is about Mr, Herbert Clayton's four- 
ear-old. Were the going good. I would not 

e inclined to look with much favour on the 
ate of Isthmus, but experience has beaten 
the hard fact into us that in oing such as 
it will be to-morrow at Castle Irwell the 
light-weights, who can go along in front and 
escape a the mud that is being thrown up, 
are greatly favoured.

Hounds ran fast to just 
short of Emly, and turning right-handed the 
fox crossed the Emly-Knocklong road, and 
going on over the Drumcomoge River he 
crossed the railway, as if his point was 
Scarteen. Turning right-handed, however, he 
re-crossed the railway line on the Tipperary-

storm obliterated all scent. The time was 
one hour fifty minutes, with a point of six 
miles, and ten miles as hounds ran, over a 
splendid country.

Meeting at Borrisokane on Tuesday last the 
followers of these houndg had a very good 
day’s sport. Hogan's gorse was first drawn 
blank, A fox found in Mount Falcon must 
have left some time, as hounds could only 
barely hunt for a few fields. We then had a 
long jog to D’rcy’s gorse. Hounds were 
not long in covert before a fox went away 
across the hill, with the pack close on his 
brush. He rain straight over a nice country 
to Milford, where there was a delay of a few 
minutes in the gorse. Forced out again, he 
ran at a fair pace to Derrinvoyhill, and fol- 
‘owing another check he was viewed across 
the Borrisokane road. The pack hunted 
slowly back to Milford and thence to Eglish 
gorse, where there were several fresh foxes 
on foot, and as it was now getting very late 
hounds were stopped. This was a very good 
hunt of one nour and fifty minutes over a 
grand stone-wall country. 


DUHALLOW HOUNDS. 


From the meet at Carrig hounds found in 
Lane’s Rock, near Oliver's Cross, and 
hunted by the river, marking their 
fox te ground within a few fields 
of Mallow Castle. Carrigoon, the next 
draw, provided a brace, and a fox took half 
the pack to Lane’s Rock, where they were 
stopped, the rest of the pack, in the mean- 
time, hunting another fox as far as the road 
and back into Carrigoon. Finding again, at 
Hanlon’s Rock, hounds ran as far as Carrig 
House and back again, putting their fox to 
ground in the Glen. Kilcanway, the last 
draw, also held, and taking a small circle 
through Carrig, hounds hunted back to Kil- 
eanway. This day was spent mostly in

A large field turned out for the meet 

Kilmaclennie Cross. Groin covert, 
which invariably provides a good fox, 
did so once again. Going away cn 
the west side, and crossing the Ballybeg- 
Castlecor road, hounds hunted him almost 
to Lisleagh, then turning left-handed through 
Mr. Nugent’s farm at Copstown he was 
headed, but he swung right-handed, and was 
finally marked to ground in Mount North. 
This was a nice gallop of 25 minutes, Leary’s 
Glen and Ardprior were both drawn blank. 
Poulnareagh, however, held, and crossing the 
lane, hounds went away as if for Groin, and 
put their quarry to ground in Dreenagh, 

Hounds met at the Half-way House on 
Monday. After being headed twice in 
Walsh’s Glen, a fox eventually Ieft the 
covert, and was put to ground in a bank 
nearby. Ballyvaloon proving blank, Bally- 
hillogue was then drawn, and hounds ran 
in a small circle hefore marking their fox 
to ground in Coakley’s farm. This termi- 
nated a most disappointing day. 

It was cold and wet when hounds met 
at Ross Mill on Tuesday last. Ross covert 
held 24 brace, but scent being very bad, 
hounds hunted in and out of covert for about 
an hour before er out a fox and hunt- 
ing him to the back of Drews Court House, 
where they put him to ground in a rabbit 
burrow. arna was blank. Ardglass was 
next tried, where several foxes were soon 
on foot, but nothing could be done on ac- 
count of scent being so poor. Thus ended 
a bad day for Ross Mill, which usually pro- 
vides the best of hunting.

Allen took one more wicket than Tate, but 
it must be remembered that his wickets were 
taken in the lower half of the innings. Never- 
theless, Allen bowled very well, keeping up 
a fine length and a good pace. Voce made 
the ball bump, and once struck Fingleton over 
the heart. He took one wicket for 53, and 
had bad luck not to take more. There was 
nothing particularly noteworthy about the 
bowling of Brown, Hammond and Verity, 
except that Verity was hit by McCabe for 
four boundaries in succession.

SUCCESSFUL ANNUAL DANCE. 


The annual dance was held in aid of the 
funds of the Peamount Care Committee last 
night in the Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham

Of raw vegetables, exclusive of 
potatoes, onions and tomatoes, they had 
imported from £7,000 to £9,000, and pre- 
served vegetables from £8,000 to £20,000. 
They did not propose to put a tariff on 
onions, of which they imported from £60,000 
to £80,000 worth, because the price at which 
they could be produced at home would be very 
much higher. The imports of tomatoes were 
valued at about £99,000 to £120,000 a year. 
Rhubarb, he said, had been added to the 
list. of tariffed articles. 


DEPUTY’S POINT. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) said that the Minister's argu- 
ment as to why a tariff was not put on 
onions would destroy almost everything in 
the Wheat Bill. They were not going to 
impose a tariff on onions, because they did 
not want to be left at the mercy of the 
home producers of onions.
